fourth bridge letting in the 1!):M- con- 
struction program will be liedl by the 
state highway commission on Sep- 
tember 23, it was announced yester- 
day by John U. Williams, roads di- 
rector. 


At this time the commission pro- 


poses to contract eighteen structures 
and repair two in eight counties. The 
proposed improvements will cost ap- 
proximately $250,000. 


W. J. Titus, 
bridge engineer of 


the commission, says the 
largest 


bridge proposed is on State Road 
40 in Switzerland county, and is to 
be 198 feet long. Bridges will be lo- 
cated as follows: 


Four new and repair of two

Franklin county: one in Kavctte. two 
in Spencer, six in Crawford, two in 
Perry, and one each in Allen, \Yhit- 
ley and Switzerland counties.

span on 1.53 miles of the Louisville 
road.
